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Cuts to go ahead 
despite protests 


A MASSIVE protest outside Shire 
Hall on Tuesday and countless peti¬ 
tions fell on deaf ears as Somerset 
County Council voted to pass their 
controversial proposals for cuts in 
funding and jobs. 

Crewkerne Recycling Centre is set 
for closure, despite huge public 
protest from the town and other users 
from the surrounding areas. This was 
after the county council regulation 
committee had given the go ahead 
for Virador’s huge extension of the 
Priorswood waste management site 
in Taunton, on February 3rd. 

Now residents of Crewkerne, 
Ilminster and the surrounding vil¬ 
lages will be expected to use the 
doorstep recycling service or travel 
to Chard, just as petrol is set to rise 
in price again. 

There was no leniency for the li¬ 
braries, youth services or the arts ei¬ 
ther. A summary of the cuts were: 18 
out of 43 youth centres to close sav¬ 
ing £2.25m over three years; four re¬ 
cycling centres to close; grants taken 
from arts organisations, saving 
£158,900; PCSO funding cut, sav¬ 
ing £370,000; no more funding for 
Somerset Total communication, 
speech therapy; take down road 
safety cameras; bus subsidies to be 
halved, reducing the network; and 
£940,000 withdrawn from NHS for 
adult social care. 

A coach from Crewkerne carried 
23 protesters accompanied by the 
Mayor Councillor Neil Sturtivant to 
present a petition of 12,550 names 
against the closure of the Crewkerne 
Recycling Centre to the county 
council. 

They travelled in a coach spon¬ 
sored by the civic society and joined 
other groups protesting about the 
cuts in various services including li¬ 
braries, youth work, health care and 
the arts. At the council meeting, both 
Councillor Sturtivant and Martin 
Pakes of the civic society made state¬ 
ments in defence of the recycling 
centre. 

Speaking on Wednesday morning

the Mayor said: “Unfortunately this 
just shows no respect for democracy. 
When I made my statement, the Lib 
Dems were looking at me and listen¬ 
ing and it was obvious the Conserva¬ 
tives were not interested at all. 

“It is very disappointing as there is 
only a potential saving. They are 
making a saving at the expense of 
the district council which will have 
to pay for clearing up the fly tipping 
which is inevitable. People are not 
going to pay to go to Chard and there 
will be more put in black bags which 
will increase landfill charges. It is so 
frustrating and short-sighted, if only 
they had kept it open another year 
and allowed us time to see if the 
parishes could run it but we have all 
done our precepts now. It never 
ceases to amaze me how county 
don’t listen. This is a very good ex¬ 
ample of why we should have local¬ 
ism.” 

Martin Pakes from Crewkerne 
Civic Society had said at the meet¬ 
ing: “I represent over 200 members 
of Crewkerne Civic Society, a char¬ 
ity established in 1973. Its principle 
aims are to protect, conserve and en¬ 
hance the built and natural environ¬ 


ment of the town and surrounding 
villages. Throughout its existence 
the society has been active in pursu¬ 
ing these objectives and only re¬ 
cently we have worked in 
partnership with the county council 
to remove a significant amount of re¬ 
dundant signs and street clutter from 
our town centre. 

“We have a good record of work¬ 
ing productively with local authori¬ 
ties and if this is the basis of the ‘Big 
Society’ then we have been part of 
that society for over 30 years. 

“However, as a volunteer group, 
there is a limit to how much we can 
do. The town depends very much on 
publicly funded services to provide 
a strong basis for protecting and con¬ 
serving our environment. We cannot 
do it on our own. The proposal to 
close the Crewkerne Recycling Cen¬ 
tre is seen as a kick in the teeth and 
residents feel let down and angry. 

“Goodwill is a fragile thing - it can 
wear thin very quickly and in this 
case with possible disastrous conse¬ 
quences for the environment.” 

The county council will also stop 
climate change and renewable en¬ 
ergy projects to save £7.5m from its 
environment budget.

C HARD Disability 
Action Group has 
taken the decision 
to disband after nearly 16 
years of positive achieve¬ 
ment in the town and be¬ 
yond. 

Chairperson Sue Wyatt 
felt she could no longer 
continue alonside her other 
commitments on the town 
council and in her personal 
life. With no one willing to 
take the job and a general 
diminishment of support 
for the group they decided 
to call it a day. Their re¬ 
maining funds will be dis¬ 
tributed between other 
disability groups and the 
Ashcroft playground 
scheme. 

The group was started in 
1995 by the late Kerry 
Veale, district council de¬ 
velopment officer, and 
Nancy Tuck. Founder 
member Alan Braley was 
at the final meeting and 
said he had been recently 
retired when the pair had 
formed the idea, and as a 
person with a disability he 
was interested in the issues 
and joined in. 

He explained how over 
the years the group 
achieved some major 
changes: they introduced 
the yellow card scheme; a 
polite notice to put on car 
windows blocking pave¬ 
ments and dropped curbs. 
This was taken up in other 
areas. They also made an 
award winning film called 
“Chard, a Town for Every-

one?” highlighting the dif¬ 
ficulties faced by people 
with disabilities trying to 
gain access in public areas. 
It challenged people’s per¬ 
ceptions and became a 
model for training in local 
authorities. 

Councillor Wyatt added: 
“It is really incredible 


what has been achieved by 
a small group, we did a 
survey and got dropped 
curbs put in, Nancy was a 
major part of that. When a 
form of curling on land 
came out we got that intro¬ 
duced at CRESTA. We 
arranged accessible holi¬ 
days and special work¬ 


shops and we went snoop¬ 
ing around the shops to see 
if the staff and premises 
were disability friendly, 
awarding certificates to 
the worthy. 

“Another survey we did 
was the accessibility of 
doctors’ surgeries which 
was taken up as a model 
by the PCT.” 

The final few enjoyed a 
farewell luncheon at the 


Secret Garden, saddened 
that fellow member and 
councillor Dave Hill, was 
unable to join them after 
suffering a heart attack. 

Councillor Wyatt said it 
had been a great shock to 
them all and that council¬ 
lor Hill had undergone two 
operations to unblock the 
valves of his heart ,they 
wished him a speedy re¬ 
covery.

AFTER the birth of her third child, country girl Julia Lowe decided she wanted a 
job that would work around her family. At the time, her six year old daughter 
Emily was horse mad and four year old Oliver was into tractors. Looking online 
for toys she found that there was very little between model shops and Toys R 
Us so three years ago she decided to launch www.farmtoysonline.com 

The company has grown from a small unit at the business park in Lopen, stock¬ 
ing ride on tractors and wooden farms to a warehouse with a whole range of 
rural based toys, clothing and accessories for children, with two employees. 

Julia moved to Cricket St Thomas near Chard when she married rural property 
auctioneer Justin, and now the family live in Chillington. 


• HOW did you start? 

My sister has a farm shop and cafe in Scunthorpe and she has a gift shop so she intro¬ 
duced me to some suppliers. Now we go to trade shows, which are great fun, but I have 
to be careful not to spend on the day or I would come back bankrupt.The children are 
best at picking and often what I decide is not Emily's taste and she is usually right. Oliver 
is not so interested but Harry is my chief tester, which means our advice is based on 
experience of real play. 

• DID you involve the children from day one? 

Yes, I showed them the catalogues and they told me what I should buy but they know 
they don't just get to keep it all. Harry hates the person he calls'cussmer'because'cuss- 
mer'gets all the toys and Emily, who is now nine, likes to do deals with me and says 
that's the price for them mummy, but how much is it to me? 

• DO you buy British? 

As much as possible, you'd be surprised how much there is still made here.The impor¬ 
tant thing is quality as there is nothing worse than buying online and when the parcel 
turns up it is tacky - we don't do tacky. We have some fabulous wooden farmhouses 
made in Devon and a lot of our clothing is locally made. We have tractors from Germany 
too, they are really tough. 

• WAS it scary starting out? 

Once the website was up and running, it was about three weeks before the first order 
came through and then they rang up instead of placing an online order. I wasn't ex¬ 
pecting it and realised I didn't know what to do or say, then it got picked up by Google 
and things took off. I was addicted to checking my emails in the beginning but there 
are too many now. 

• WHAT do you like most about the business? 

It is fun really, but most importantly it fits around my children, although on the run up 
to Christmas I have been known to resort to ready meals which I don't really believe 
in. All the people we deal with are lovely because they are buying toys. 

• WHERE is your market? 

We sell all over the UK but it's too expensive to send 
things abroad, although I have had an enquiry from 
someone in Finland who wants to become affiliated. 
There is a chap up in Shetland who is making a farm for 
his nephew. When we had the snow, I had to borrow my 
husband's four wheel drive to get to Lopen but the post 
office didn't let us down a single day. 

• WHICH is yours and the customers favourite line? 

I love some of the kids'gardening things, there is a little 
pink wheelbarrow, or a green one. It took a while to find 
children sized gardening tools that were tough enough. 
The best sellers last Christmas were the remote control 
tractors and the girl's lunchbox with horses on it. 

• HOW else do you spend your time? 

I'm going to get a polytunnel this year, that was my new 
year's resolution, and the kids have bagged a bed each. 
Oliver will grow vegetables and Emily likes flowers. 

• HOW do you find time for everything? 

All those women who say they have it all are lying, some¬ 
thing's got to give and in my case it's the housework, the 
place is a bit of a tip. It's a juggle with three kids all at dif¬ 
ferent schools, and a full time job, but I still do the school 
run and go to watch Emily play sports. I go running after 
I drop them at school, that's my sanity and the gardening 
will be too. 

• WHAT three things would you want on your island? 

Definitely books, as I would spend time lying in the sun, 
I like Philippa Gregory. I am imagining it now, swimming 
and eating the tropical fruits. I'd like to have white wine 
and my practical side says some sun lotion. 

• WHAT do you like about this area? 

Having lived in the south east, it is so much quieter here 
and we can live in an unbelievably beautiful place and 
still be close to all the amenities. Also people are so 
friendly, I just love it here. 

• WHO would you most like to meet? 

I would love to meet Richard Branson, I'm told he's very 
motivational and I'd love to see what it is about him and 
see if a bit rubs off on me.

Going Out Music 

Review | Blanchet Trio complete superb mini tour 

THE Blanchet Trio provided the first concert of 
this year's series, playing in Lyme Regis on 
Thursday, February 10th, in Bridport on the Fri¬ 
day morning, llminster on the Friday evening 
and Hatherleigh on the Saturday evening, a 
short but formidable tour. 

This was the first outing for the recently 
formed BlanchetTrio.Three already experienced 
chamber musicians made the art of performing 
on period instruments sound easy. They work 
brilliantly together, and express themselves 
though body language as much as through 
their mellifluous sounds. Sorrowful or joyous, 
these fine players transform what is generally 
unknown territory for the audience into music 
you think you have known all your life. 

The Germanic first half of the concert began with Biber's First Violin Sonata, a'frothy'showpiece for Bojan 
Cicic. Liam Byrne, the gamba player, even more than the others, was so much at one with his beautiful in¬ 
strument - he said later how much he disliked being separated from it. We heard the wonderful A minor 
solo sonata by Schenck, who mixed dance forms and classical movements, often with an Italian sheen. 

Christopher Bucknall, who formed the trio, was the stylish harpsichordist, and as well as playing in all the 
ensemble pieces, provided two solos - Bohm's Capriccio in D major and, in the French second half, an ex¬ 
ample of a composer, in this case Duphly, paying homage to a great performer, the outstanding gambist of 
the 18th century, Jean-Baptiste Forqueray; it is a low-lying work, capturing the resonances of the melancholy 
gamba. The second half, then, was framed by the two greatest 18th-century French composers, Couperin 
(known as'le Grand') and Rameau. The more delicate textures of the Couperin (in his 3eme Concert Royal) 
contrasted well with the bolder, near concerto quality, of Rameau's more modern-sounding 3eme Pieces 
de Clavecin [harpsichord], its finale, surely written to round off an evening's entertainment with its exuber¬ 
ance and wit. Cries of'encore - play it faster' rang out ... the musicians, with feigned reluctance, eventually 
obliged! 

It was a wonderful start to the series. The next concert - Diana Mathews viola and Jonathan Beatty piano 
- takes place on March 3rd in Lyme Regis, March 4th in llminster, and March 5th in Hatherleigh, 
Devon.

Around the cabin there are 19 separate storage points, including door 
pockets, bottle and cupholders, a tray beneath the front passenger seat 
and a three-level dashboard compartment.

To flash or not to flash? 



N early half of drivers admit to flash¬ 
ing their lights to warn other drivers 
of a speed check, according to an 
1AM poll of over 4800 motorists. The main 
reason for doing this is to save another mo¬ 
torist from being caught or fined. 

This poll followed the prosecution of a 
driver last month, who was fined £175 and 
ordered to pay £250 costs after warning 
several approaching cars of a speed check. 
Nearly 70 per cent of respondents to the 
poll said that a driver should not be prose¬ 
cuted for warning others - only 21 per cent 
believe they should. 

1AM chief examiner Peter Rodger said: 
"The biggest reason for not flashing to 
warn of a speed check is safety, with 'dri¬ 
vers who speed deserve to be caught and 
fined'and 'the meaning of the flash could 
be misinterpreted', each polling a third of 
the votes from those who don't flash. 

"However, safety was also used as a 
major justification for those who do flash 
to warn of speed checks, with nearly 20 per 
cent saying they 'wanted to avoid a possi¬ 
ble collision when drivers see the speed 
check late and brake harshly in response'. 
The driver who was prosecuted for using 
his lights justified his behaviour by stating 
he used his lights to warn of a hazard." 


Flashing appears to be an accepted form 
of communication between drivers. Nearly 
35 per cent of respondents say they 'use 
their lights to tell other drivers they are giv¬ 
ing way to them', and 30 per cent 'use them 
to thank another driver for giving way to 
them'. Less than 10 per cent of drivers said 
that they don't flash at all. 

Nearly 45 per cent of drivers feel that the 
Highway Code should contain a standard¬ 
ised code of what flashes mean. The fact 
that nearly as many people use their lights 
to thank another driver, as those who use 
them to invite another driver to come 
through, suggests there could be confusion 
as to what message people are trying to get 
across. 

Rodger said: "Reassuringly, fewer than 10 
per cent of respondents admit to using their 
lights aggressively to signal annoyance at 
what they consider bad behaviour on the 
other drivers' part. So while the meaning of 
flashes is fuzzy, at least people don't seem 
to feel it is an acceptable way to take out 
anger on other road users."

Yeovil slump back into trouble 


Y EOVIL suffered their third defeat in a row after a 
promising recovery at the start of the New Year, 
and are once again back in a relegation dog fight. 
Their inability to convert possession and chances into 
goals was no more apparent than in their 2-0 defeat to 
Peterborough United at Huish Park on Tuesday. 

This follows a 2-1 defeat against bottom club Dagen- 
han & Redbridge on Saturday where Yeovil had 25 at¬ 
tempts on goal, all but two of them in the first half, to 
their host's nine! 

Despite having 60 per cent of the possession and bat¬ 
tering the Posh defence for long periods the Glovers 
could not find a way past a suspect defence in which 
even England U21 goalkeeper Joe Lewis looked indeci¬ 
sive. 

Sam Williams had two chances within 30 seconds as 
early as the third minute to put Yeovil ahead, before 
Andy Williams might have done better by waiting to 
volley the ball rather than trying to beat Lewis with a 
header following Gabriel Zakuani's misplaced headed 
clearance. Then ON Johnson had a fierce left foot shot 
saved by Lewis; all in the first 15 minutes. 

Peterborough rarely threatened with Craig Mackail- 
Smith hardly given a look in by Paul Huntingdon and 
Max Ehmer, and it looked like it was only a matter of 
time before the Glovers breached the visiting defence. 

However as so often this season, Yeovil failed to de¬ 
liver the killer punch and you knew that the longer the 
game went on, the more chance the opposition would

sneak a goal. 

The second-half followed a similar pattern, and 
Yeovil's best chance fell to Ehmer. Lewis failed to catch 
Paul Wotton's free kick as he challenged Huntingdon 
and the ball ran to Ehmer, but his shot from an ex¬ 
tremely acute angle agonisingly ran across the face of 
the goal and out for a goal kick. 

As with last week's match against Charlton Athletic, 
there was controversy surrounding a possible red card. 
Zakuani, who had a terrible game, brought down Andy 
Williams on 65 minutes as he made a run on goal, but 
referee Gavin Ward whose decisions became more in¬ 
consistent as the night wore on, only issued him a yel¬ 
low. 

As feared, Peterborough won the game in the dying 
minutes in a rare attack. 


The latest on-loan signing striker Antonio German, 
who had just come on as a replacement, lost the ball in 
the centre circle, and a superb ball from Grant McCann 
saw Mackail-Smith finally get the better of Huntingdon 
and Ehmer before slipping the ball under Stephen Hen¬ 
derson. Two minutes later Yeovil failed to clear a corner 
properly and Grant Basey thumped the ball home from 
close range. 

There were positives from Nathan Smith, whose con¬ 
sistency has been one of the highlights of this season, 
Huntingdon, named npower Player of the Month, 
Ehmer and Wotton, and AndrewTutte, who once again 
easily outshone Johnson, who to me, despite quick 
feet,and a sharp turn of speed, is far too lightweight. 

Listening to the radio on the way home, it was re¬ 
ported that Leon Best had scored again for Newcastle 
United in the Premiership, and it highlighted what a dif¬ 
ference a good striker can make to your team. Best 
scored 10 goals in 15 games at Huish Park in 2006-7 and 
catapulted Yeovil towards the play-offs. Big, speedy and 
deadly, he epitomises what the team need right now. 

Okay, I know good strikers are like gold dust, but until 
Terry Skiverton can get his team to turn chances into 
goals then they are going to continue to struggle. 

As I overheard one fan exclaim to his mate as we left 
the ground:"lf you can't score against the team with the 
second worst defence in the league then we haven't got 
a chance, have we!" 

This sums it up completely.
